Steve Jobs 
dies at 56 

O Under his watch, Apple became the most 
valuable technology company in the world 

Steve Jobs, the Apple founder and 
former CEO who invented and mas¬ 
terfully marketed ever-sleelcer 
gadgets that transformed everyday 
technology, from the personal com¬ 
puter to the iPod and iPhone, has 
died. He was 56. 

Apple announced his death yes¬ 
terday without giving a cause. 

“We are deeply saddened to 
announce that Steve Jobs passed 
away today,” the company said in 
a brief statement. 

“Steve’s brilliance, passion and 
energy were the source of count¬ 
less innovations that enrich and 
improve all of our lives.” 

Jobs had battled cancer in 2004 
and underwent a liver transplant 
in 2009 after taking a leave of 
absence for unspecified health 
problems. He took a third leave of 
absence in January before resign¬ 
ing as CEO six weeks ago. Jobs 
became Apple’s chairman and 
handed the CEO job over to his 
hand-picked successor, Tim Cook. 

The news of Jobs’ death came a 
day after Apple unveiled its latest 
version of the iPhone, just one in a

procession of devices that shaped 
technology and society while Jobs 
was running the company. 

Perhaps most influentially, Jobs 
in 2001 launched the iPod, which 
offered “1,000 songs in your pock¬ 
et.” Over the next 10 years, its white 
earphones and thumb-dial control 
seemed to become more ubiqui¬ 
tous than the wristwatch.

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality and Trade Cen¬ 
tre Limited have yet to 
resolve a $360,000 bill 
leftover from improper 
cash advances to concert 
promoter Harold MacKay. 

And according to the 
municipality’s top bu¬ 
reaucrat, it is by no 
means certain HRM will 
pay up. 

Trade Centre released 
yesterday the year-end fi¬ 
nancial statement for the 
Halifax Metro Centre - 
which the Crown corpora¬ 
tion operates for the mu¬ 


nicipality. 

In that document is an 
allowance for an “uncol¬ 
lectable amount” from 
HRM to the tune of 
$359,550. That outstand¬ 
ing debt was subtracted 
from the money due to 
the Metro Centre from 
HRM. 

HRM’s chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Richard 
Butts said yesterday it was 
appropriate to list the bill 
as an allowance due to 
the lingering uncertainty 
about whether or not that 
money will be paid back. 

“We’re keeping our le¬ 
gal options open right 
now, and I don’t think I 
can really comment be¬ 


yond that,” he said. 

The outstanding 

amount is the lion’s share 
of a $400,000 forgivable 
loan advanced to Harold 
MacKay for two concerts 
in 2010 - the Black Eyed 
Peas and Alan Jackson. 
MacKay didn’t repay 
$359,550 of those loans, 
and TCL presented the 
municipality with the bill. 

A report from munici¬ 
pal auditor general Larry 
Munroe, released in June, 
criticized both HRM and 
TCL for entering into the 
contracts with MacKay, re¬ 
sulting in a scandal that 
continues to haunt city 
hall.

Housing prices are up 
across the board in 
Halifax. 

According to 
information released by 
Royal LePage, the price of 
detached bungalows 
increased by 5.6 per cent 
(to $269,000) in Halifax be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2011. Over 
that same period, standard 
two-storey houses jumped 
4.5 per cent (to $300,000), 
while standard condomini¬ 
ums increased 10.4 per 
cent to $193,500. 

Royal LePage said the 
surge in condo prices 
reflects more expensive

Police keep a hush

Police say one of five people 
arrested yesterday at a 
home in Dartmouth is con¬ 
nected with an ongoing in¬ 
vestigation. 

But Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice won’t reveal any details 
about what that investiga¬ 
tion is about. 

At about 11:40 a.m., offi¬ 
cers went to a residence on 
MacKenzie Street in the 
Woodside area in an at¬ 
tempt to arrest an individ¬ 
ual in connection with the 
investigation. 

Three adult men, one 


adult woman and one 
youth male were detained 
and were being interviewed 
by investigators. One of the 
adult males was later re¬ 
leased without charges, 
said police spokesperson 
Const. Brian Palmeter. 

“We are not releasing 
specific details about the in¬ 
vestigation because it’s sen¬ 
sitive to what the 
investigators are trying to 
do today,” he said. 

Although he confirmed 
the person of interest was 
one of the five arrested, he 
wouldn’t say which one. 

“No decision on charges 
have been made ... and 
we’re not in a time crunch.”

Swine, including micro 
pigs, are considered “live¬ 
stock” by the city and it is 
against a bylaw to keep 
livestock in residential 


zones. 

Laurin argues Bella does¬ 
n’t fit the definition of live¬ 
stock, because she isn’t 
raised to do work or be eat¬ 
en — she’s just loved as a 
pet. 

Bylaw complainants 
aren’t named, but the cou¬ 
ple believes the initial com¬ 
plaint came from a 
neighbour. 

The couple is fighting 
the order in court and have 
been given time to lobby 
city hall to change the live¬ 
stock bylaw to make an ex¬ 
ception for micro pigs.

A crowd of several hun¬ 
dred clapped and roared 
its approval as the Duchess 
of Alba waved, smiled and 
danced on a red carpet af¬ 
ter her wedding to Alfonso 
Diez at Palacio de las Due- 
nas, her 15th-century resi¬ 
dence in the cobblestoned 
old quarter of Seville. 

Diez stood close by in a 
dark suit, smiling and 
holding an outstretched 
arm at the ready, as if to 
catch his bride if she stum¬ 
bled. The duchess hiked up 
her dress as she performed 
a few whirling steps of 
Spain’s quintessential art 
form in the city perhaps 
best known for it. 

With her frizzy white 
hair, squeaky voice and 
wildly colorful clothes, the 
duchess is among Spain’s 
most famous people. Only 
a few dozen family mem¬ 
bers and close friends were 
invited to the ceremony. 


“I have been alone 
in this project, and 
got nothing but 
negative opinions 
until they realized 
what kind of man he 
is.”

The twice-widowed 
duchess wore a salmon, 
shin-length dress by Span¬ 
ish designers Victorio y 
Lucchino on Tuesday. 

Her full name — take a 
deep breath — is Maria del 
Rosario Cayetana Alfonsa 
Victoria Eugenia Francisca 
Fitz-James Stuart y de Sil¬ 
va. She goes by simply 
Cayetana, and is a distant 
relative of Queen Eliza¬ 
beth and Winston 
Churchill. 

She and Diez, a social 
security administration 
employee, are old acquain¬ 
tances through her second 
husband, who was a for¬ 
mer Jesuit priest, and 
Diez’s brother, an antiques 
dealer. 

They bumped into each 
other about three years 
ago outside a movie the¬ 
atre in Madrid and eventu¬ 


ally started dating. 

Her six children, all 
from her first marriage, re¬ 
portedly balked when the 
idea of marriage emerged. 
In July of this year the 
duchess assigned them 
and her grandchildren 
juicy chunks of her vast es¬ 
tate in an effort to appease 
them and clear her way to 
the altar. 

Estimates of her wealth 
range from $800 million 
to $4.7 billion US. Besides 
fabulous and historic real 
estate sprinkled around 
Spain, the family treasure 
boasts paintings by Goya 
and Velazquez, a first-edi¬

“Proper hiclcey removal,” but it’s important you stay 
the course and stick with such adult classics as 
“Triplets: More common than you think” and “Herpes:

During high season in 
the Kenyan luxury resort 
area of Lamu, foreign 
tourists snorkel by day 
and sleep in rustic 
dwellings with woven co¬ 
conut leaves for doors. 
Now they’re leaving 
town early and 
cancelling reservations 
after gunmen kidnapped 
two Europeans and killed 
another in only a month. 

Already, droves of 
workers who depend on 
tourism in this gorgeous 
but poor corner of East 
Africa are losing jobs.

Online and mobile pro¬ 
gramming is complemen¬ 
tary to the television 
content distributed by ca¬ 
ble, satellite and broadcast 
systems, the CRTC said. 

“There is no clear evi¬ 
dence that Canadians are 
reducing or cancelling 
their television subscrip¬ 
tions,” said a news release. 

“Some online program¬ 
ming services have estab¬ 
lished viable business 
models and are competing 
in the marketplace for pro¬ 
gramming rights and view¬ 
ers,” the CRTC said.

Canadian coffee and 
doughnut chain Tim Hor¬ 
tons is looking to brew up 
new business across Arab 
Gulf states. 

The chain’s local fran¬ 
chise partner, Apparel 
Group, confirmed yester¬ 
day that it plans to open 
120 shops under the Tim 
Hortons name in the next 
five years. 

Under an agreement 
disclosed earlier this year, 
Apparel Group is to open 
stores in the United Arab 
Emirates, Qatar, Bahrain, 
Kuwait and Oman. 

Already, homesick, 
doughnut-loving Canadi¬ 
ans have flocked to a Tim 
Hortons store that opened 
in Dubai last month, the 
company’s first location 
in the Persian Gulf region.

have already set up shop 
in the region.

Enjoy fall events 



The beauty of apple pick¬ 
ing has to be its simplicity. 

While it’s a good idea to 
dress for the weather, ap¬ 
ple growers have seen it 
all, from diaper-clad 
youngsters hiked up on 
dad’s back reaching for a 
crisp Spartan, to apple pie 
making mamas dressed in 
their high heels. 

“There’s a bit of magic 
in picking an apple from a 
tree because no one has 
touched it before,” ex¬ 
plains Tom Chudleigh, 
who has been selling ap¬ 
ples for 44 years from his 
100-acre farm in Halton 
Hills. 

Though the apple pick¬ 
ing season and the vari¬ 
eties vaiy from East Coast 
to West and from farm to 
farm, you can still find 


plenty of pick-your-own ap¬ 
ple farms that aren’t too 
far from home. Some oper¬ 
ations combine fruit pick¬ 
ing with other fun farm 
experiences such as 
hayrides, com mazes and 
hot apple cider during the 
fall season. 

Be sure to bring bags or 
baskets to cariy home your 
haul. Expect to pay in the 
neighbourhood of $1.85 to 
$2.50 per kilogram. And 
bring cash since many DIY 
farms don’t accept debit or 
credit cards. 

Also, remember to call 
ahead for availability and 
you-piclc hours. Weekends 
are the busiest time so if 
you can get away through 
the week all the better.

O Metro goes house shopping 
with three new homebuyers 
— and it’s an exercise in

Meet Joe Stanton, a 42- 
year-old banking execu¬ 
tive, and Liam and 
Madeleine Rushton, a 20- 
something couple, who 
want to start a family. 
They are both shopping 
for a place to live and nei¬ 
ther have previously 
owned their own home. 

While Stanton is a sin¬ 
gle man about town and 
wants a place that is easy 
to live in and “a solid bet 
for a good return on in¬ 
vestment,” the Rushtons 
are focusing more on find¬ 
ing a place that will ac¬ 
commodate their plans to 
have a family. 

In any case, the first 
thing both buyers should 


do, says Chris Mooney, 
president of the Realtors 
Association of Edmonton, 
is to sit down with a mort¬ 
gage broker or bank to see 
how much money they 
can borrow ... which is 
what they do. The Rush- 
tons come back with 
$250,000, while Stanton 
gets a $400,000 limit. 

Next stop: Meeting with 
a real estate agent to talk 
about options. The Rush- 
tons could get a two- or 
three-bedroom townhouse 
in the suburbs, and they 
will want to check out 
schools and transportation 
in the area, too. 

On the other hand, a 
1,000-square-foot down¬ 
town condo might be ex¬ 
actly what Stanton wants. 
Mooney says Stanton’s

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hefty 25 per cent down 
payment and big budget 
opens the market up con¬ 
siderably. “There’s a lot of 
new condos in the down¬ 
town market,” Mooney 
says.

Charlotte Hansen, a Hal¬ 
ifax-based realtor with 
Royal LePage, reminds 
both to factor in monthly 
bills for a complete finan¬ 
cial picture of what they 
can afford. 

She directs the Rush- 
tons to the suburbs, too. 


The further out they go, 
the bigger the houses and 
yards get. 

Stanton spends a lot of 
time at his downtown of¬ 
fice, so a quick walking 
commute trumps the need 
for a bigger home. “If he’s 
working a lot, he probably 
will be looking for some¬ 
thing with lower mainte¬ 
nance,” Hansen says. 

He won’t have to worry 
about shovelling snow or 
cutting grass and when he 
leaves on business trips, he 
just has to lock the door 
and walk away.

There is a lot to remember 
when shopping for that 
picture-perfect home. 

Here is a checklist: 

DO hire an agent. “Agents 
save you time, know of 
new listings that aren't yet 
on the market and can 
spot overpriced listings,” 
says Barb Sukkau, the St.

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Money talks 


Of course, buying a house 
costs more than the sticker 
price you see on the MLS 
listing. 

When Metro new home- 
buyers Joe Stanton, a 42- 
year-old banking executive, 
and Liam and Madeleine 
Rushton, a 20-something 
couple, started shopping 
for houses, we spoke to 
two mortgage advisers to 
get financial advice. 

Before anything, Laurie 
Foster, an independent 
mortgage broker with Veri- 
co in Winnipeg, says “we 
need to look at their cur¬ 
rent financial picture — do 
we need to restructure oth¬ 
er debt?” 

All three have been rent¬ 
ing and the monthly mort¬ 
gage payments will be 
about the same amount. 
But, Foster says, they now 
will have to pay for utili¬ 
ties, property tax, Internet 
and cable. Foster also rec¬ 
ommends setting aside 
about two per cent of the 
purchase price to cover 
lawyer fees, deed transfer 
tax and other closing costs. 
Some brokers recommend 
as much as four per cent. 

The Rushtons will likely 
go with a fixed-rate mort¬ 
gage (which means the in-

terest rate they are paying 
is locked in for a fixed peri¬ 
od, usually from one to five 
years) so monthly pay¬ 
ments are easy to budget. 

Stanton has deeper 
pockets and will likely go 
for a variable mortgage rate 
(which means the monthly 
interest rate varies depend¬ 
ing on what’s going on in 
the market). If interest 
rates stay low, he could 
save a bit of money. If the 
rates rise, he can take a hit. 

Both buyers should have 
a contingency fund that 
will cover three months of 
payments in case of layoffs. 

Because the Rushtons 
are paying less than a 20 
per cent down payment, 
says Jamie Small, an advis¬ 
er with Ottawa Mortgage, 
they will have to factor in 
mortgage default insur¬ 
ance, which adds one to 
three per cent to the total

Defenders of the crown 


O Bruins get back on the ice to raise championship banner, try to keep Stanley Cup 


Most of the Boston Bruins 
are looking forward to 
seeing the “2011 Stanley 
Cup Champions” banner 
hanging from the rafters 
at the TD Garden. 

Coach Claude Julien is 
more concerned about 
what happens next. 

“It’s going to be an 
emotional night, and 
somehow we’re going to 
have to find a way to shift 
into gear here and realize 
that we also have a game 
to win,” Julien said at the 
team’s media day this 
week as he looked ahead 
to the regular-season 
opener against the 
Philadelphia Flyers. “And 
that’s a challenge in it¬ 
self.” 

The Bruins are plan¬ 
ning a pre-game ceremo¬ 
ny for tonight to raise 
their sixth NHL champi¬ 
onship banner and recog¬ 
nize the team that earned 
it by beating the Vancou¬ 
ver Canucks in Game 7 of 
the Stanley Cup final. 
Along the way, they elimi¬ 
nated the Flyers, sweep¬ 
ing them in the second 
round one year after 
Philadelphia rallied from 
a 3-0 deficit in the Eastern 
Conference semifinals. 

Flyers captain Chris 
Pronger said it will be 
tough to have to watch 
the pre-game festivities, 
but he hopes it will just 
make them hungrier for 



one of their own. 

“It’s never fun when 
you have to go into the 
opposing team’s building 
and there’s a ceremony, 
especially one that’s as 
significant as this one,” 
Pronger said. “You can use 
that to your advantage. 
You can look and see the 
emotions of what they’re 
doing and hope you’re do¬ 
ing the same thing next 
year.” 

Bruins president Cam 
Neely would not divulge 
any details of the ceremo¬ 
ny in order to maintain 


the surprise for the fans. 
But Julien is already wor¬ 
rying about how his team 
will respond to the emo¬ 
tions - not just in the first 
game, but for a whole sea¬ 
son when other teams 
will be aiming at the de¬ 
fending champs. 

“We earned that right, 
and our fans earned that 
right to experience it. 
That’s just a part of win¬ 
ning a Stanley Cup,” he 
said. 

“I think our team is 
mature enough to be able 
to handle that.” 


Julien and general man¬ 
ager Peter Chiarelli have 
already discussed fighting 
the possible hangover 
that often comes a year af¬ 
ter a team wins a champi¬ 
onship. Chiarelli said he 
discussed strategies with 
several previous winners, 
and the only consistent 
advice was that it’s real, 
and unavoidable. 

Among the concerns: 
The players will be tired, 
either mentally or physi¬ 
cally, after the shortest 
off-season in franchise 
history. 


“I hate harping on it 
because sometimes I 
think it becomes a self- 
fulfilling prophecy,” 
Chiarelli said. “But all the 
people I’ve talked to have 
said that it does show it¬ 
self up in some shape or 
form. So we’re just going 
to have to be on top of it.” 

The Bruins won their 
sixth Stanley Cup title in 
June and the franchise’s 
first since 1972. It will be 
the first banner-raising 
ceremony for the team 
since Neely’s No. 8 was re¬ 
tired in 2004. 

“It’s a long time com¬ 
ing for a lot of our fans,” 
said Neely, who retired in 
1996 and was inducted in¬ 
to the Hockey Hall of 
Fame in 2005. “We’ve had 
fans that have waited 39 
years, we’ve had fans that 
have waited three years. 
... Our community — the 
hockey community in 
Boston and New England 
has really deserved this. 
They’ve supported the 
Bruins for a lot of years.” 

Tim Thomas won the 
Conn Smythe Trophy as 
the playoff MVP, and he’ll 
be back along with almost 
all of the players from last 
season’s team, starting 
with Zdeno Chara and 
Dennis Seidenberg on de¬ 
fence and Patrice Berg¬ 
eron, David Krejci and 
Milan Lucic on offence.
